SKY SHIELD ALSO WILL GIVE THE CITIZEN A LITTLE HINT OF CONDITIONS TO 
BE EXPECTED IN CASE ‘OF WAR. FOR SIX HOURS ALL COMMERCIAL AVIATION WILI 
BE GROUNDED. THE ATTACKING BOMBERS WILL JAM NAVIGATIONAL AIDES, 
INCLUDING RADAR AND RADIO BEAMS NORMALLY USED BY AIRLINES. 

THE AIR FORCE, USING A TECHNIQUE DEVELOPED IN THE LAST FEW YEARS, 
WILL USE SOME OF THE B47S TO MAKE THEIR RUNS THROUGH THE CHAINS 
OF RADAR LINES AT LOW LEVEL, TO ATTEMPT APPROACH BELOW THE SEARCH-
